Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1972. 

In  spite  of  the  progressive  improvement  in  the  water  supplied  by  the 
Scarborough  Corporation  Water  Department,  the  possibility  of  lead  poisoning 
has  to  be  considered  from  time  to  time.  There  are  a  number  of  reasons  for 
this.  Some  people  drinking  untreated  water  supplied  through  lead  pipes. 
Others  have  drunk  acid  water  over  a  period  of  time  and  now  drinking  safe 
water  have  quite  a  quantity  of  lead  deposits  in  their  bodies.  There  are 
others  who  now  drink  water  which  should  be  safe  but  is  supplied  through  old 
lead  pipes  with  a  soft  internal  deposit  of  lead  salts  which  the  flow  of 
water  can  detach  in  tiny  particles.  We  hope  that  with  safe  water 
increasingly  delivered  through  safe  domestic  pipes  this  problem  will 
eventually  be  a  negligible  one. 

As  in  other  beautiful  areas,  the  use  of  houses  as  a  second  home  creates 
something  of  a  problem  for  the  local  people.  The  local  population  is  itself 
changing  as  increasing  numbers  who  work  in  large  towns  prefer  to  live  in  this 
Rural  District.

The  duties  of  Health  Visitors  include  the  visiting  of  homes  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  young  children.  It  is  their  duty  to  visit 
every  home  where  there  is  a  child  below  school  age,  so  that  the  mother  may  be 
encouraged  to  discuss  even  the  most  trivial  worry  with  the  Health  Visitor,  who 
may  then  reassure  her  or  get  her  to  seek  expert  advice. 

In  addition,  they  visit  and  advise  expectant  or  nursing  mothers,  persons 
suffering  from  illness,  including  tuberculosis,  and  aged  persons. 


Family  Planning 

The  Family  Planning  Clinic  is  held  on  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month 
7  p.m.  -  8  p.m.  and  the  fourth  Thursday  of  each  month  2  p.m.  -  3  p.m. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Vaccination  and  immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria,  Smallpox, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Measles  were  done  by  family  doctors,  or  at  the  infant  welfare 
centres.  In  addition,  it  has  been  routine  practice  during  the  year  for  Dr. 
Binns  and  I  to  offer  boosters  to  schoolchildren,  as  follows 

Poliomyelitis  -  on  school  entry.  Smallpox  -  on  school  entry. 

Diphtheria  -  on  school  entry.  Tetanus  -  on  school  entry. 

Rubella  -  13  year  old  girls.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District 
and  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector's  Department  for  the  year  1972. 

There  were  no  difficulties  during  the  year  with  regard  to  the  public  water 
supply  which  is  owned  and  maintained  by  the  Scarborough  Corporation.  I  am  indebted 
to  Mr.  South,  the  Corporation's  Water  Engineer  and  Manager,  for  supplying  the  bulk 
of  the  information  on  water  supplies. 

A  Productivity  Scheme  was  introduced  in  August  for  the  Council's  employees 
for  a  trial  period  of  six  months.  Since  the  scheme  started  all  the  villages  have 
had  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  without  interruption. 

In  order  to  cope  with  the  ever  increasing  burden  of  street  sweeping  and 
the  collection  of  litter,  especially  in  the  summer  months,  the  Council  have  had  to 
provide  for  more  Village  Caretakers  and  seasonal  labour. 

The  Council  are  fortunate  to  have  no  si  vim  clearance  problems.  During 
the  year  84  houses  were  improved  with  full  Improvement  Grants,  and  40  houses  with 
the  aid  of  Standard  Grants.  The  Council  have  approved  1115  Grants  since  the 
inception  of  the  scheme  in  1949. 

Twenty- three  new  houses  were  built  in  the  District  by  private  enterprise, 
but  none  by  the  Council. 

There  is  still  an  acute  shortage  of  sites  for  touring  caravans  requiring 
one,  two  or  three-night  stands,  and  in  order  to  relieve  this  situation  the  Planning 
Authority  now  require  all  new  sites  to  provide  a  number  of  pitches  for  this  type  of 
caravanner.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


General 


The  Public  water  supplies  in  the  Whitby  Rural  District  are  closely  linked 
with  those  in  the  Whitby  Urban  District  and  are  owned  by  the  Scarborough  Corporation. 
The  principal  sources  of  supply  to  the  two  Districts  are  from  springs  at  Westerdale, 
Randymere  reservoir  at  Goathland,  and  the  River  Esk  extraction  scheme  at  Ruswarp. 
These  supplies  are  subject  to  filtration  and  chlorination. 

Quantity  and  Quality  of  Sunn  lie  s_ 

No  difficulties  have  been  experienced  during  the  year  with  regard  to 
either  the  quantity  or  quality  of  the  public  supplies;  this  has  been  due  to  the 
improvements  carried  out  in  recent  years.  Further  steps  have  been  taken  to 
integrate  the  existing  systems  of  the  area  so  that  water  from  the  Esk  Treatment 
Works  is  now  available  to  supplement  other  parts  of  the  District. 

Improved  maintenance  of  reservoirs  to  avoid  leakage,  and  the  abandonment 
of  small  unsatisfactory  springs  has  been  undertaken  to  maintain  and  improve  the 
quality  of  water  and  to  avoid  contamination. 


At  Randymere , Goathland ,  some  covered  storage  and  new  equipment  has  been 
provided  to  give  improved  control  on  the  quality  of  water. 

Chemical  analysis  shows  that  the  maximum  fluoride  content  of  the  water 
in  the  area  is  0.1  p.p.m.

Private ly-owned  Water  Schemes 

There  are  no  private  water  schemes  in  the  Council's  area. 

Piped  Supplies  to  Dwellinghouses 

During  the  year  34  domestic  properties  were  connected  to  the  Corporation's 
water  mains.  This  figure  includes  31  connections  for  new  development,  2  farms  and 
1  house  which  previously  had  its  own  private  supply. 

Approximately  636  houses  are  supplied  from  private  springs  and  very  few 
of  these  can  be  connected  to  the  Corporation's  mains  because  of  difficulties 
connected  with  distance  and  contours  of  land. 

There  are  no  public  standpipes  in  the  area  for  supplying  houses  with 
water  for  domestic  purposes. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


During  the  year  a  scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  West  Barnby  was  completed, 
linking  with  the  existing  sewerage  system  of  East  Barnby.  The  scheme  involved  the 
laying  of  1220  yards  of  6"  glazeware  pipes  at  a  cost  of  £9650. 

With  the  completion  of  sewerage  schemes  in  all  the  main  villages  there 
only  remains  the  work  of  providing  small  package  plants  to  serve  the  rest  of  the 
hamlets,  consisting  of  no  more  than  20  houses  in  each  group. 

A  start  was  made  on  hydrological  and  other  tests  with  regard  to  the 
proposed  extension  of  the  sea  outfalls  at  Sandsend  and  Robin  Hood's  Bay. 

Forty-one  houses  were  connected  to  the  Council's  sewers  in  the  year, 
twenty- three  of  these  houses  being  new  properties.  Of  the  5222  houses  in  the 
District,  3967  are  connected  to  sewers.  In  addition,  it  is  estimated  that  there 
are  about  1080  properties  connected  to  private  septic  tanks.

Closet  Accommodation 


16  dry  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets  during  the  year.  Of  the 
5222  houses  in  the  District,  approximately  4962  have  water  closets  and  260  have 
chemical  or  dry  closets.  Most  of  those  properties  with  chemical  or  dry  closets 
are  isolated  properties  in  the  moorland  areas. 

Efforts  are  being  made  by  way  of  Improvement  Grants  to  encourage  owners 
to  instal  water  closets,  and  connect  to  Council  sewers.

The  Council  employ  5  men,  working  under  the  supervision  of  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  to  maintain  the  seventeen  separate  sewage  works  which  have  effluents 
discharging  to  watercourses,  and  the  emptying  of  house  septic  tanks. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection  Service 

The  collection  of  refuse  in  the  District  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
and  three  vehicles.  Two  vehicles  are  Karrier  "Musketeers",  each  having  a  carrying 
capacity  of  60  cubic  yards;  the  other  vehicle  is  a  Karrier  with  a  capacity  of  24 
cubic  yards.  Each  vehicle  makes  only  one  trip  to  the  Mickle by  Tip  at  the  end  of 
the  day's  collections. 

During  the  week  ending  21st  August  a  Productivity  Scheme  was  introduced 
for  a  trial  period  of  six  months.  Broadly,  the  scheme  allows  for  a  weekly  collec¬ 
tion  for  all  the  villages  in  the  Council's  area  with  the  employing  of  the  three 
vehicles  and  nine  men,  and  a  saving  by  way  of  mileage  and  the  labour  of  two  men. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  scheme  was  working  well  and  the  weekly  collection  was 
being  maintained.  Whereas  formerly  33  villages  were  receiving  a  weekly  collection 
of  refuse  and  20  villages  a  fortnightly  collection,  all  55  villages  are  now  served 
weekly. 


Bulky  items  of  domestic  refuse  are  collected  by  the  Council's  handyman 
using  an  Austin/Morris  250JU  van. 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  the  year  ended  31st  March 
1973  was  £26,500,  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  4p.  in  the  £. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  Council  have  the  use  of  two  disused  quarries  for  the  disposal  of 
refuse  at  :- 

1)  Mickleby  This  is  the  main  tip  and  the  Council  use  one  full-time  Tip 

Attendant  using  an  International  "Harvester"  100B  loader. 

2)  Goathland  This  tip  is  reserved  for  emergency  use  only. 

During  the  year  787  loads  of  household  refuse  were  disposed  of  at  Mickleby 
Tip,  a  slight  increase  on  the  number  of  loads  tipped  in  1971.  The  estimated 
tonnage  of  refuse  dealt  with  was  4,200. 

Septic  Tank  Emptying 

There  are  approximately  1080  private  septic  tanks  in  the  Rural  Area,  and 
the  Council  have  a  Karrier  1200-gallon  Cesspool  Emptier.  With  the  introduction  of 
a  Productivity  Scheme  for  the  sewage  works  staffs  in  August  control  of  the  Cesspool 
Emptier  passed  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  The  Cesspool  Emptier  is  now  fully 
employed  in  systematically  emptying  all  the  domestic  septic  tanks  once  per  year, 
and  the  disposal  of  sludge  from  the  17  sewage  works. 

During  the  year  295  privately-owned  septic  tanks  were  emptied,  amounting 
to  316  x  1200-gallon  loads. 

The  income  from  septic  tank  emptying  in  the  year  was  £496. 
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Street  Sweeping 


Because  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  arrangements  for  dealing  with  the 
increasing  amount  of  litter  in  the  coastal  villages,  especially  during  the  summer 
season,  the  Council  decided  to  employ  two  more  Village  Caretakers,  one  at  Runswick 
Bay  and  Hinderwell,  and  one  at  Sandsend.  The  Council's  handyman  was  promoted  to 
working  foreman  in  charge  of  these  four  men,  and  the  additional  temporary  staff  to 
be  employed  during  the  period  June  to  September  inclusive. 

Public  Conveniences 


In  1972  new  Public  Conveniences  were  built  at  Sandsend. 

The  Council  own  and  maintain  Public  Conveniences  at  Aislaby,  Castletcn, 
Danby,  Egton,  Egton  Bridge,  Fylingthorpe,  Glaisdale.  Grosmont,  Hinderwell,  Lealholm, 
Robin  Hood's  Bay  (2),  Runswick  Bay  (2),  Sleights  (2),  Sandsend  (2),  Staithes  (3)  and 
Westerdale. 


In  addition,  the  Council  also  maintains  and  cleanses  Public  Conveniences 
at  East  Row,  Sandsend  and  Goathland  which  are  owned  by  the  Mulgrave  Estates  and  the 
North  Riding  County  Council  respectively. 

HOUSING 


Individual  inspection  and  record  cards  are  maintained  for  each  house  in 
the  Council's  area  and  kept  up  to  date. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  position  with  regard  to  the  fitness  of  houses

Unfit  Houses 

There  were  101  Class  V  houses  in  the  District.  Most  of  these  houses  are 
owner/ occupied  and  used  as  summer  or  weekend  dwellings ,  and  quite  a  few  are 
reconditioned  each  year  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants. 

There  are  no  slum  clearance  problems  in  the  area. 
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Repairs  and  Improvements 

Eighty-four  houses  were  improved,  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants  at  a 
cost  of  £62,247,  and  forty  houses  with  the  aid  of  Standard  Improvement  Grants  at  a 
cost  of  £9,415.70. 

In  1971  the  number  of  grants  given  was  41  and  33  respectively. 

Of  the  124  houses  improved  15  were  tenanted. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1972  the  total  number  of  grants  approved  by  the  Council, 
and  completed,  was  :- 

747  Discretionary  Grants  at  a  total  cost  of  £237,147 

368  Standard  Grants  at  a  total  cost  of  £  49,489 

The  average  cost  per  house  of  improvements  is  now  £741,  and  Standard 
Grants,  £235. 

Movable  Dwellings 

There  are  112  licensed  Caravan  Sites  in  the  area,  accommodating  a  maximum 
number  of  1041  caravans.  Nineteen  of  these  sites  have  10  or  more  caravans  stationed 
on  the  site.  Caravan  Sites  accommodating  more  than  6  caravans  are  equipped  with 
ablution  blocks,  water  closets,  wash-hand  basins,  showers,  sinks  and  laundry 
facilities. 

In  addition,  the  Caravan  Club  have  a  site  at  Sneaton  Low  Moor  which 
accommodates  50  caravans  and  it  is  planned  to  provide  a  further  50  or  more  caravans 
on  this  site  in  the  near  future. 

New  Houses 

Twenty- three  new  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 

No  new  Council  houses  were  built  during  the  year. 


Council  Houses 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  Council  houses  in  the  District  was 
720  and  included  in  this  figure  were  180  Old  People's  Bungalows.  On  the  Sleights 
Housing  Estate  there  are  two  Warden's  Schemes  of  36  and  23  bungalows  respectively, 
and  at  Staithes  there  are  28  bungalows  in  one  Warden's  Scheme. 

There  were  209  applications  for  Council  houses  on  the  Register  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  92  of  which  were  from  applicants  residing  outside  the  Council  s  area. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Ice  Cream 


Seventy-eight  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice 
cream.  All  the  premises  are  supplied  with  ice  cream  from  manufacturers  outside 
the  Council's  area. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods 

There  are  two  privately-owned  slaughterhouses  in  the  District,  and  no 
public  slaughterhouse.  The  larger  slaughterhouse  is  at  Egton,  where  slaughtering 
for  local  butchers  takes  place  four  or  five  times  per  week.  A  smaller  slaughter¬ 
house  at  Ugthorpe  is  part  of  a  Bacon  Factory  where  slaughtering  takes  place  on  one 
day  per  week. 

All  the  animals  killed  at  these  slaughterhouses  during  the  year  were 
inspected.  The  number  of  visits  to  the  slaughterhouses  in  1972  was  346  and  the 
number  of  animals  slaughtered,  5344,  was  an  increase  of  748  on  the  1971  figure.
